Bill To Enable Local

The estimates for the Taoiseach’s 
Department, the Department of 
External Affairs and the League of 
Nations, will afford opportunity for 
deputies to discuss a wide range of 
topics, both home and foreign. It 
will be the first time for nearly six 
years that deputies will be able to 
give voice to their views without 
having the suggestion made that 
they were sabotaging the country’s 
welfare, our Political Correspondent 
states. With the ending of the war 
in Europe and the removal of the 
censorship a freer atmosphere will 
prevail, 

It may be taken that among the 
subjects to be raised will be the 
Government's post-war policies on 
the home front, but perhaps more 
particularly its relations with other 
Governments. In the big develop- 
ments now taking place in Europe 
information will be sought from the 
Taoiseach as to what part his 
Government proposes to play. He 
will be asked, as he has been asked 
on many occasions, to define the 
relations between Eire and the 
British Commonwealth. And con 
cerning the vital problem of 
defence, information will be sought 
as to whether we are to undertake 


this on our own individual efforts 
or in associatian with other Powers, 
and. if so, what Powers 

it is probable that the leader of

MAYO WANTS TO KNOW 
The new Mayo Co. Council has 
now passed a resolution requesting 
Mr. de Valera, as Minister for 
External Affairs, “to press ~ the 
Japanese Government for an early 
explanation as to the circumstances 
under which Irish missionaries in 
the Philippines were martyred.” 
After the members had risen in 
tribute to the memory of the Rev. 
J. Heneghan (one of the murdered 
priests), Mr. J. Morahan (Ind.) said: 
“Father Heneghan and his three 
fellow missionaries, all citizens of 
Eire, were killed while engaged in 
their sacred calling. As Eire is not 
at war with Japan, or any other 
State, the Japanese Government has 
a duty to give a full and proper 
explanation. So far, however, the 
Japanese representatives have been 
shilly-shallying in their replies to the 
queries put to them. If a satisfac- 
tory explanation of the deaths of 
these Irish priests is not forthcom 
ing, the Government of Eire should 
be requested to sever diplomatic rela- 
tions With Japan. It should be the 
duty of the appropriate Minister to 
take this course.” 
J. Blowick, T.D., said that 
tragic deaths of these Irish 
priests had touched the hearts of 
the people, and it was at least due 
to the Irish people to be told under 
what -circumstances they had been 
killed. 

Mr. D. Cafferky, T.D. (C. na T.), 
said that, even when the Minister for 
External Affairs had been informed 
of the matter from Washington, he 
had made no protest; but the

to tender the condolences of the 
people of Eire on the passing of a 
man who had committed suicide by 
taking poison, or, perhaps, had got 
himself shot, while Mr. de Valera 
had not the courage to go to the 
Japanese Ambassador and protest 
against the murder of Irish priests 
in the Philippines. 

“That” he added, “was 
unnatural condition of affairs. 
the people of Eire, and 
de Valera. who spell neutrality.”

result is that these schooners, about 
twelve in all, are graduajly going 
out of business. The difference in 
the charges is about four shillings 
per ton, due to the higher working 
onpouens of the Irish shipowners. 
r. R. T. Kearon, of Arkiow 
firm which owns the schooners, told 
the Irish Times last week that she 
twelve vessels had carried about 
9,000 tons of coal te this country 
from Britain between June and 
November, 1944, at very great risk. 
The magnitude of this risk was 
shown by the fact that one of the 
ships, the Mary B. Mitrhell, had 
been wrecked in Solway Firth in a 
gale in December last, while another, 
the Happy Harry, had barely escaped 
destruction when she ran aground 
off Maryport, on the Cumberland 
coast. 

Two weeks ago, however, 
British Government had lifted the 
embargo which had existed since 
1943 on Epglish shipping trading 
with Eire. coal trade imme- 
diately had been transferred to the 
British ships, and the schooners left 
without cargoes. 

Mr. Kearon said that the Govern- 
ment appeared to have lost control 
of the coal situation, but that some- 
thing should be done to keep Irish 
ships, which had been the lifeline f 
the country’s fuel supply during the 
emergency, from being laid up. He 
suggested that the coal merchants 
could be taxed on coal brought in 
English ships.
